On engaging a Pundit in one 
of these cugnate languages, af.

with which he is well acquaint. 
ed; for most of the Pundits we 
employ, while good Sungskrit 
Scholars, are also acquainted 
with at least one or two of the 
cognate languages of India, 
besides their own vernaculat 
tongne, and some of them with 
three or four. Then placing 
him among two or three other 
Pundits who have been for 
years employed with us, we 
direct him te express the ideas 
which he finds there, in his own 
vernacular idiom, with the ul- 
most care and exactness, and 
to ask questions wherever he 
finds it necessary. Meantime, 
the grammatical terminations, 
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and the peculiarities of the lan.) 
guage are acquired, possibly by 
the time when he has finished 
the first Gospel. The work of 
revision is then began with the 
Pundit. This at first proceeds 
exceedingly slow, as nothing is 
suffered to go to press till fully 
understood and approved ; and 
in some instances, the altera- 
tions made are so numerous, as 
to leave little of the first copy 
standing. ‘This revision is, 
however, of the highest value ; 
as the discussions which it ori- 
ginates, both lay open the lan- 
guage to us and the sense of the 
Uriginal to the Pundit. As we 
advance, we proceed with in- 
creased ease and pleasure 5 and 
seldom go through the fourth 
Gospel, without. feeling our- 
selves on firm ground relative 
to the faithfulness and accura- 
cy of the Version...

In this part of the work we 
have been favoured with such 
assistance, that we have types 
ready for printing in almost ev- 
ery one of these languages.— 
Some of them have a peculiar 
character of their own, as the

acters, for the use of those who 
now read these alone ; yet, as 
wimany prefer the Nagree, it is 
our design ult imately | to publish 
an edition of the most of these 
in the Nagree Character.

Jt is true that at the 
date of this Memoir, we had 
not begun the translation of the 
Scriptures in eight or nine of 
these languages: as the South, 
ern Sindh, the Kutch, the Ma.

joning mercy of God, was pub. 
licly read; and they were pro- 
pounded for admission into the 
church. Besides these, there 
are probably between twenty 
and thirty others who give cred- 
ible evidence, of piety ; making}i 
the whole number of hopefulja 
subjects in this work of God, a- 
bout eighty. 

It is a fact worthy of the most 
serious consideration, that the 
written narratives above men- 
tioned, while they exhibited an 
interesting variety in relation to 
the means and progress of con- 
yiction, all harmonized in the 
result—produeing a cordial ac- 
knowledgment ofthe truth’ of 
those doctrines, which are 
known by the name of “ doc- 
trines of the reformation’”’ such 
as the entire corruption of hu- 
man natures; regeneration by 
the Holy Spirit; salvation by 
zrace ; and their kindred truths.

of the pastor and people. The 
meeting was resumed in the eve- 
ning with redoubled vigor.— 
The power of God was-eminent- 
ly present, because the peeple

I worshiped at Entaw inthe 
morning, Where I heard Doe- 
tor Jennings, who preached to 
us afull and present salvation, 
with power from Heaven.

Nathan Birdseye, aged 
103 years, 3 months aud 9days. 
The whole number of his des- 
cendants was 358, 305 of whom 
are now living. He had 42 
children, 76 grand children, 
i683 great grand children, and 
7 of the 5th generation. Of his 
12 children G were sons and 6 
daughters, a daughter was 
born next after a son in every 
instance; 9 of them are still 
living, whose ages added_ to- 
gether amount to §82: ‘years 3 
the other three died at 47, 65 
and 77. He married but once, 
and lived 69 years with his 
wife, who died at the age of 88. 
It is a singular fact, that of all 
the branches of this numerous 
family, not one of them has 
been reduced to want. Most 
of them are in prosperous, and 


all in comfortable circum! 
stances. His funeral was at-. 


tended by a large concourse of 
people, among whom were a- 
bout 100 of his posterity. A 
solemn and appropriate sermon 
was delivered on the occasion 
by the Rev. Stephen W. Steb, 
bins, from this text: And all 
the days of Methuselah, were 
nine hundred, and sixty and 
nine years, and ke died. 

If not so interesting te the 
public .generally, it may be 
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graiilying to the numerous de- 
scendanis of the deceased, who 
are scattered in various parts 
of the U. States, to mention a 
few further particulars concern- 
ing the life & character of their 
departed aucestot.

to the audience. He retained 
his mental faculties ina remark- 

able manner to the day. of his 
death ; and although duri ing the 
Jaiter part of his life he was 
blind and deaf, yet from his 
accurale knowledge of ancient 
facts and anecdotes, and natar- 
al cheerfulness and good sense, 
was able to make his conversa-
